SPELL PEACE. 


HOW ENGLAND AND AMERICA 
CAN PREVENT GREAT WARS.

Good Feeling Now Existing Needs 
Only Agreement of Some Kind to 
Cement Entente inte Coalition 
Capable of Controlling Destinies of 
Universe, Says Lord Beresford. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, May 11.—{Pxclusive 
Dispatch.) it the United States and 
Great Britain. the two greatest nations 
On earth, get their fleets together, they 
uncoubtedly could maintain the peace 
of the world. The feeling between the 
two countries now is most amicable 


and it needs only an agreement of some 
kind to cement this feeling into a coali- 
tion such as could control the destinies 
of the universe.” This was the state- 
ment made by Lord Charlies Beresford, 
Vice-Admiral of the British navy, as 
he sailed for home yesterday on the 
White Star liner Oceanic. 

The admiral, when asked to give his 
imptessions of the war between Russta 
and Japan, said: “The shocking anni- 
hilation of men and the vast cost of 
the war will prove the greatest agency 
for peace in the future. It is going to 
make people think before taking up 
arms for any mere question of national 
honor or pride. 

“England and America are the only 
tw. countries that maintain volunteer 
armies. Other nations must raise their 
soldiers by conecription. This shows 
the cohesive power and patriotism of 
their peoples—in the very fact that 
they are not compelled to draft men 
into their armies. 

“In these days democracy is supreme. 
The people have more to say whether 
their country shall go to war than have 
the autocrats or governments. There- 
fore the people have more to say about 
kee ping the peace. 

“The North Sea incident with Russia 
shows how powerful public opinion now 
is in Great Britain. While some of the 
English papers showed excitement, the 
mass of the people exhibited no haste 
to Hy to arms. The people looked at 
the matter calmly and sought to get 
at the facts.” 

Lord Bererford declared that the 
United States had a lot of dead wood 
in its navy, which it would be well to 
ge’ rid of, as England has done. 

He expressed admiration for the bat- 
tleship Missouri, on which he spent 
several days, declaring she has not an 
equal in the world. 

He declined to discuss the alleged 
viclation of neutrality laws by France.

SOME SURPRISING FIGURES.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The Census Bureau has 
been working away for some time, mak- 
ing an estimate of the population of 
the States and of ten of the largest 
cities in the United States, and it has 
evolved some of the most amazing — 
ures concerning the population of Call- 
fornia. This estimate sets it down 
that California's population is 1,403,239, 
which is an increase of only 19,000 for 
the entire State since 196. An 
in Los Angeles is pretty well aware 
of the fact that Los Angeles alone has 
increased her population by more than 
19,000 since last year, to say nothing 
about what the rest of the State has 
done. 

The census office hits San Francisco 
a bat between the eyes by putting her 
population now at 364,677, or an m- 
crease of only about 4000 in one year. 
The census does not record the 
ifact that labor troubles end wild-cat 
city administration. have kept peopie 
away from San Francisco for some 
years.

AT CHICAGO.

HICAGO, May 11.—[Exclusive 

Dispatch.) Lake Michigan in- 

terposed its cooling influence to 
save Chicago from a tornado today. 
The atmospheric conditiuns prevail- 
ing were almost identical w'th those 
preceding the disastrous 3t. Louis cy- 
clone in May, 1896, that resulted in 
great loss of life and property. That 
Chicago was more fortuaave than St. 
Louis is ascribed ty the Weather Bu- 
reau to the tendency of the lake wa- 
ters to cool the abnormal atmospheric 
ccrditions responsible for the high 
winds, , 

In a series of storms extending over 
twelve hours, houses and persons were 
struck by lightning; street-car tra- 
fic paralized, and hailstorms did dam- 
age amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars. The precipitation of rain for the 
day was 2.80 inches, the heaviest in 
years. 

In the afternoon, a tidal wave four 
feet high swept in from the lake, 
causing considerable damage to dock- 
age. Members of the life-saving crew 
at the mouth of the Chicago River 
said that they had never before wit- 
nessed anything like it on Lake Mich- 
igan. The river current is normal at

three-quarters of a mile, but during 
the fury of the tidal wave it increased 
to twenty miles. 

The wave was felt all along the west 
shore, reaching twelve feet at Michi- 
gan City, where it was accompanied 
by a gigantic waterspout. At Kenosha, 
to the north, the wave reached five 
feet, and carried away everything on 
the docks, pier and harbor inlet. The 
captain of the life-saving crew had a 
narrow escape from being drowned. 

The storm broke over the city at 
midnight, and was marked by terri- 
fying electrical displays. During one 
of these, the residence of Mre. W. F. 
Williams at Evanston was struck by 
lightning. Mra. Williams was ii) in 
bed, suffering from typhoid fever. 
The boit struck the chimney and ran 
down it, entering the house and set- 
ting the bedclothes affre. The wom- 
ans ecreams aroused neighbors, and 
she was rescued. Another woman was 
struck by lightaing while riding on 
a street car. 

The damage from the storms, which 
assumed cyclonic proportions through- 
out Northern Illinols, is heavy. Houses 
were blown down; barns demolished, 
and growing crops ruined.

As soon as 
daylight came and people could com- 
prehend the extent of the damage 
done, a mass-mecting was held apd 
a relief committee formed.

PRACTICALLY WIPED OUT. 
ONLY SIX HOUSES LEFT. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRES6—A.M.) 

GUTHRIE (Okla.) May l.—Snyder, 
a thriving town of 1000 persons, situated 
in the heart of the rich Kiowa farm- 
ing country, which was thrown open to 
white settlement in 1901, was practi- 
cally wiped out of existence by a tor- 
nado that struck that place last night. 

Up to 10 o'clock today no clear esti- 
mate of the casualties was obtaina- 
ble, owing to the confusion at the 
stricken town.* A conservative estimate 
places the dead at between 75 and 100 
persons, and the seriously injured at 
180. It ts believed that a large num- 
ber of the injured will die. In a num- 
ber of cases entire families were killed, 
and in almist every -family in the town 
some member was injured. 

Every house in the town except six 
is said to have been either badly 
wrecked or demolished, many of them 
were blown away. The havoc wrought 
is most complete. The business por- 
tion is reported entirely destroyed. Ten 
undertakers, who were attending the 
funeral directors’ convention at Okla- 
homa City, left that place at 9 o'clock 
this morning with a carload of caskets 
Snyder. Up to 10:30 o'clock the 
only names of dead at Snyder obtaina- 
ble were those of J. B. Ralston and his 
twenty-four-year-oid son, Elmer. The 
first reports received here indicated 
that between three and four hundred 
lives had been lost, and it was reported 
that bodies are scattered all over the 
streets and surrounding country. 

The mayors of Guthrie, Oklahoma 
City and some other Oklahoma towns 
have issued calis for mass meetings to 
formulate a system of relief for the 
injured, and early in the day special 
trains bearing physicians, nurses, cloth- 
ing and provisions were started for 
Snyder. 

DISPATCHER’'S REPORT.

THIS SHOWS. 


SCHOOL CENSUS REPORTS FROM 
ALL DISTRICTS. 


The work of tabulating the reports 
of the school census marshals in the 
various districts of Los Angeles county 
was completed yesterday, and today 
County Superintendent of Schools Mark 
Keppel will forward his report to State 
Superiniendent Kirk at Sacramento. 
he complete returns show that there 
are 68,083 children of school age—over 
5 and under 17 years of age—in Los 
Angeles county, a gain of 7507 over 
last year. 

This gain in school population indi- 
cates a marvelous for the coun- 
ty during the past year. The 
indicate that this county has added 
to its population no fewer than 33,000 
during the past twelve months.

Railroad to be Built Down the 
Yaqui River. 


Another chapter in the movement for 
the development of the great Mexican 
State of Sonora inaugufated by K. H. 
Harriman and his associates in the 
Southern Pacific and Col. W. C. Greene, 
the copper magnate, has been written 
in Los Angeles. Epes Randolph, repre- 
senting the Southern Pacific magnates 
and thelr associates, has taken over the 
large holdings in Sonora of F. A. Hart- 
mann and La Dura Mining Company of 
this city. 

The deal ie the largest of its kind 
that has been carried to completion 
here in some time. The price paid is 
said upon good authority to have been 
in the neighborhood of $1,000,000. 

The properties purchased are La 
Dura group of mines at La Dura, near 
the head of the Yaqui River, one of the 
richest properties In one of the richest 
mining sections In the world, and the 
Vast undeveloped coalfields at Pilares. 
The deal was negotiated by Richardson 
Brothers of this city, who own big 
interests in the country to be traversed 
by the railroad which will be bullt from 
the Arizona line southwest through the 
great mining region of the Sierra Madre 
of Sonora and down the Yaqsi River 
Valley to Guaymas to unite with the 
Sonora Railroad and with the exten- 
sion which is to run from that point 
south through Sinaloa to Guadalajara. 

ROUTE OF RAILROAD. 


The railroad concession through the 
Yaqei River region was granted to the 
Cananea, Yaqui River and Pacific Rall- 
read, the forty-two mile line owned by 
the Harriman interests, running from 
the international line at Maco to the 
great copper camp at Cananea. Epes 
Randolph is president of this and will 
probably be at the head of the new sys- 
tem, which despite its title, will not, so 
far as present advices go, be in any 
sense a continuation of the present line, 
but will strike the international line 
at San Bernardino, a little town on the 
agg border some distance from 


aco. 

Starting the building from the Guay- 
mas end, the line, now fully surveyed 
for sixty miles to Cocomi on the Yaqui 
River, will folloW the route of the con- 
cession recently granted to Richardson 
Brothers, the sale of which to the Har- 
riman interests, rumored for many 
weeks, is now confirmed. Not only is 
the survey more than half finished, but 
the actual work of construction has be- 
gun and contractors have a force of 
men at work today throwing dirt on 
the grading. This line will run along 
the Yaqui River east and then turn to 
the north and proceed northeast by 
north to San Bernardino passing La 
Bufa and Trinidad mines (owned by 
Los Angeles people.) La Dura mines 
and the Pilares and La ranca coal- 
fields, besides scores of other mines and 
prospects, ranches in rich agricultural 
valleys, and small towns destined per- 
haps to become centers of industry. 

RIGHTS OF WAY. 

The concession which was granted to 
Richardson Brothers extends as far as 
Torin, from which point to San Bernar- 
dino the company has another fran- 
chise. This line and the old Ca- 
nanea, Yaqui River and Pacific line, 
comprise the first, second and fifth of 
the five divisions authorized. The third 
and fourth provide for lines to Alamos 
in northeastern Sinaloa and Port Agia- 
bampo and Topolobampo on the Pacific 
coast in Sinaloa, connection bel made 
at the latter point with the 
City, Mexico and Orient Rallroad now 
under construction. These lines will 
branch off from the Yaqui River route 
at some point east of Guaymas. 

Under the terms of the franchise, 
work must be begun and not less than 
180 kilometers must be bullt the first 
year and 100 more each succeeding year 
for four years on the Yaqui River and 
between Gua and Torin, and on 
the Alamos line.

E LAW MUST BE OBEYED. 

During his brief stay in Chicago, 
the President spoke the words which 
all who are familiar with his character 
expected him to speak. The dominant 
note of all that he had to say on the 
question which is now uppermost in 
Chicage was a ringing declaration to 
the effect that the laws must be 
obeyed, and that violence of al! kinds 
must be suppressed at any cost. 
“There need not be the slightest ap- 


the delegation of strikers who waited 
upon him, the President spoke to the 
same effect. He told them that he be- 
lieved in the abstract principle of 
unionism, but that above and beyond 
all other considerations was the ques- 
tion of maintaining the law and pre- 
serving the public peace. He denied 
that any application had been made 
to him for Federal troops to be sent 
to Chicago in the pending crisis, but 
declared plainly, in substance, that 
troops would be sent if the local and 
State authorities were unable to 
maintain order. | 

The Chicago strikers have not made 
apparent the ground of their objec- 
tions to the sending of Federal troops 
to that city. They profess to be 
strongly opposed to violence: why, 
then, should they object to the pres- 
ence of troops to be used for the sup- 
pression of violence? The troops of 
the United States have never yet been 
used to oppress, or in any manner 
to do wrong to workingmen, or to 
any other class of citizens. If these 
strike leaders were sincere in their 
professed desire for the suppression 
of violence they would welcome the 
presence of troops as an assurance 
that the peace would not be broken. 
The fact that they so strenuously ob- 
ject to the presence of troops is a 
confession of their insincerity when 
they profess to be opposed to vio- 
lence. No peaceable man, no honor- 
ably-disposed man, has the slightest 
cause to fear the presence of Ameri- 
can soldiers in his vicinity. Only 
those who are disposed to lawlessness 
need fear the presence of troops. 
Hence it is clear that these strikers 
are disposed to lawlessness, and fear 
that the “right” to riot will be taken 
away from them, (as it certainly will 
be,) if troops should be sent to 
Chicago. 
» The question of preserving the 
peace in Chicago is now up to Mayor 
Dunne, and after him to Gov. Deneen 
of Illinois. A8 the President said in 


the course of his remarks; it is the 


duty of the local authorities, of which 
the Mayor is the official head, to sup- 
press mob violence. If he is unable 
to do so, then “back of the city is the 
State, and back of the State is the“ 
nation.” 

How has the Mayor of Chicago dis- 
charged his duty in this matter of su- 
preme importance? Let the daily 
rioting, the daily killings, and the 
daily maimings answer. These rot- 
ous proceedings have gone on from 
day to day unchecked. The police of 
Chicago have made a pretense of sup- 
pressing the lawlessness, but they 
have arrested more non-union men for 
exercising their God-given right of 
Self defense than union rioters for 
violating the law. The Mayor of Chi- 
cago stands today indicted before the 
bar of public opinion throughout the 
country for having failed in a most 
signal and flagrant manner to perform 
his sworn duty to preserve the peace

of Chicago. 
Not only has Mayor Dunne failed to 


preserve the peace, but he has neg- 


| lected to call upon the Governor for 


ald. He has hypocritically maintained 
that the situation was under control, 
when in reality there has been deadly 
rioting in the streets of Chicago every 
day, practically, since the strike be- 
gan. This rioting has been, and is, 
disgraceful in the last degree to the 
city of Chicago and the State of In- 
nois. If it be permitted to continue 
much longer, State or national ald 
will be imperatively necessary to put 
it down. 

The Times has maintained, from the 
beginning of this strike, that the only 
vital question connected with it was 
the restoration of order, so that every 
man who desires to work may exer- 
cise his indefeasible right to do 80 
without interference from any person 
or persons. Restore order, and the 
strike will come to an instant end, 
for it depends entirely upon lawless- 
ness for its continuance. 

This strike—upon which the strike 
leaders have had the nervé to make 
an appeal to the President of the 
United States—has absolutely no 
foundation of logic or reason upon 
which to rest. It cannot be defended 
from any point of view, and its only 
rational solution is the restoration of 
order. Of this there is little present 
prospect, for the Mayor of Chicago is 
so conspicuously in sympathy with 


suppress, that there is little Iikell- 
hood of his taking suitable measures 
to end the reign of lawlessness. 

It seems probable that State or 
national troops will have to be called 
in sooner or later to restore tran- 
quillity. And, as we have said, the res- 
toration of tranquillity and the en- 
forcement of law will sound the 
death-knell of the strike. 


HIS HALF AND THE OTHER. 

Yesterday's news that a rap- 
prochment is about to take place be- 
tween the republics of Chile and Peru, 
besides being pleasant reading, should 
not fail to recall to the thoughtful 
mind the blessed fact that the entire 
Western Hemisphere is now in the en- 
joyment of profound peace. From ‘the 
Arctic to the Antarctic oceans, as far 
as this half of the world is concerned, 
there is an absolute absence of war. 
civil or otherwise. Even the nations 
to the south of us, so restless in days 
gone by, and so constantly in a state 
of revolutionary strife with tts attend- 
ant horrors of butchery and biood- 
shed, are now happy and contented in 
the calm of a better era. 

The other half of the earth is not 
so blessed, and more’s the pity. In 
frightful contrast to our situation, we 
behold the bloody struggle going on 
between Russia and Japan, not to 
speak of lesser wars in other parts of 
Europe and Asia, and the threatening 
spirit of unrest that is rampant almost 
everywhere. At the present hour the 
possibility of England and France be- 
ing dragged into the Russo-Japanese 
struggle is of such imminence as to 
cause the utmost concern. And if 
England end France should become 
involved, heaven alone knows where 
the desperate case would end. 

Of course, the possibility of war on 
either our own or the South American 
continent is always to be reckoned 
with, but it is not going too far to 
gay that it is only a possibility and is 
not at all in the nature of a probabil- 
ity. And neither is it etreining « 
point to say that the existence of this 
happy state of affairs is an argument 
in favor of republican forms of gov- 
ernment. With us, as well as with all 
other nations on the Western Hemi- 
sphere, except Canada, kings have no 
power or influence to plunge the peo- 
ple into war. But, over yonder, on 
the other side of the world, it is dif- 
ferent. There, the people scarcely 
know when they may be called upon 
to leave their homes and avocations, 
and go forth to field of battle. 

Some day, perhaps, there will be no 
kings. Then there may be peace that 
will last. Thrones are a menace to 
mankind, and it will be a glad time 
when the human race is no longer 
cursed by them. 


AN THE CITY AFFORD IT? 

As heretofore announced by The 
Times, the Board of Library Trustees 
has adopted a resolution requesting 
the City Council to take immediate 
steps looking to the voting of bonds 
to the amount of $500,000 for the con- 
struction of a public library and 
branches. It is proposed to devote 
about $350,000 to the main structure 
and about $150,000 to the branches. 

Can the city of Los Angeles, at the 
present time, or at any time in the 
immediate future, afford to devote so 
large a sum as $500,000 to the build- 
ing of a public library? This ques- 
tion is pertinent, in view of the pres- 
ent bonded indebtedness of the city. 
There are many improvements which 
the city needs, and among them is a 
public library building. But the 
amount asked by the Library Board is 
much larger than has heretofore been 
mentioned in discussions of the sub- 
ject. It is doubtful whether the voters 
would authorize the borrowing of so 


large an amount by the city. It is 
also doubtful whether they should 
do so. 


Let the figures be cut in two. A 
quarter of a million dollars is enough 
to devote to this purpose. The public 
library is an excellent institution, well 
worthy of maintenance on a reason- 
able basis. But there are a few other 
institutions besides the public library 
which the city is called upon to main- 
tain. The avenues of the city’s ex 
penditures are many and very, very 
broad. 

A quarter of a million dollars—and 
it is a matter of doubt whether the 
voters would authorize even that 
amount—would be ample for the erec- 
tion of library buildings in Los An- 
geles; especially if the main building 
is to be erected on the Central Park 
site. If it should be found that the 
city lacks the requisite legal author- 


ity to build on the park site, there

ig still another site available, which | 
would cost the city nothing. This 
is the lot immediately north of the 
City Hall. At a comparatively small 
cost the City Hall might be extended 
to cover this lot, giving three or four 
floors of extra space. The lower floor 
could be rented for stores, leaving 
sufficient floor space in the new bulld- 
ing to accommodate the library, or to 
accommodate the city offices which it 
is proposed to place in the rooms now 
occupied by the library. No valid ob- 
jections have been offered to this 
plan. It seems to be entirely feasible, 
and it ought to be taken into serious 
consideration in case the Central 
Park site should have to be aban- 
doned. 

In any case, the sensible voters of 
Los Angeles will think twice or 
thrice before they will authorize the 
increase of the city’s debt by half a 
million dollars for a public library. 
About $250,000 is probably all the 
traffic will bear,” and there is no abso- 
lute certainty that it will bear that.

Caught in Corners. 

Before the country was developed 
and crops became so uncertain because 
of their immensity, it was compara- 
tively easy to corner the markets. In 
the early seventies John B. Lyon con- 
ducted several successful corners in 
wheat and corn. Within the past 
twenty years B. P. Hutchinson—known 
widely as “OM Hutch"—was the only 
man to carry through a corner in 
wheat with complete success. In Sep- 
tember, 1888, he put the price to $2, 
and made the shorts settle at that price 
on the last day of the month. Among 
the wrecks are these: J. R. Keene, 1879, 
wheat, loss $2,000,000; W. B. Handy, 
1881, wheat, loss $1,500,000; Peter Mc- 
Geoch, 1883, lard, loss $2,000,000; K. L. 
Harper, 1887, wheat, loss $4,000,000; 
“Deacon” 8. V. White, 1892, corn, loss 
$1,000,000; John Cudahy. 1893. pork and 
lard, loss $2,000,000; Joe Leiter, 1898, 
wheat, loss oo. .

OVER THE SEAS. | 
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The Revolt in a German Colony. 

The news of fresh losses inflicted by 
the Hereros on the German column in 
Southwest Africa comes as a reminder 
that the Kaiser has still this trouble- 
some affair on his hands. Like many 
another conflict of Ks kind, the “little 
war“ is proving much more costly and 
dificult than was at first anticipated. 
After eighteen months of continuous 
effort, during which constderabie bodies 
of troops have been sent out to the 
scene of trouble and at the very lowest 
estimate $50,000,000 have been expended, 
the Gérmans appear to be not even yet 
within measurable distance of supress- 
ing the revolt. Protracted failure in 
dealing with the first tribe of malcon- 
tents has led to virtually the entire na- 
tive population in the territory join- 
ing in the insurrection. Thus the trou- 
ble has gone on spreading until now 
the task of effectively coping with it 
has grown to be quite out of propor- 
tion to the material issues involved. 
German Southwest Africa has never deen 
much more than a colony in name: 
there has been little development of the 
land, and little bona fide settiement. So 
the struggle is really one to maintain 
German prestige, and naturally the So- 
cialist in Germany is bitterly 
denouncing the expensive campaign. 


A Permanent Medical Exhibition. 


In London about a year ago there 
Was established an inetitute of hy- 
giene, which is proving a great benefit 
and convenience to the medical profes- 
sion. It is, in effect, a permanent ex- 
hibition of medical and surgical appa- 
ratus, hospital equipment, sanitary ap- 
pliances, invalid and infant foods, and 
everything bearing on the practice of 
medicine. All exhibits are up to date 
and scientifically arranged, and as the 
management is in the hands of distin- 
guished medical men, there is an effect- 
ive check placed upon the mere adver- 
tising of wares or exploiting of useless 
noveities. The general practitioner, in 
the city or from the country can visit 
the institute, and, passing from depart- 
ment to department, make himself ac- 
quainted with all that is new and wor- 
thy of his attention. Manufacturers of 
medical and hospital appliances, even 
on this side of the Atlantic, have been 
quick to recognize the value of this 
clearinghouse of professional informa- 
tion. The institute, which is in Devon- 
shire street, right in the heart of the 
quarter long since consecrated to the 
specialists in medical practice, has also 
become a rendezvous for doctors, and 
a place where lectures are regularly 
given and discussions held. An emi- 
nent. physician, Dr. W. G. McDowell, 
whe, in addition to his other qualifica- 
tions, rare organizing and 
executive ability, is retained to give 
his exclusive attention to the affairs 
of the Institute, and to the expansion 
of its usefulness. ‘ 

The Pay of Soldiers. 

In view of the disquieting number of 
desertions from the American army, 
careful attention is being directed to 
the conditions of the servic® One of 
the results of these investigations is to 
prick the bubbie of the widely-held idea 
that the American soldier is the best- 
pald soldier in the world. Obviously, 
there can be no fair comparison be- 
tween the pay in this country and the 
pay in France, Germany, Russia, Aus- 
tria, Italy, and other countries where 
military service is compulsory, and is 
based on the principle that every able- 
bodied man owes a partion of his time 
to the nation without any other e 
than provision for his actual necessi- 
ties. The only other country in the 
world where recruits for the army are 
obtained solely by voluntary enlist- 
ment ts Great Britain. So it is with the 
British soldier that the American sol- 
dier must be compared. 

The calculation as to their relative 
pay needs some careful adjustment, 
because in England, the total amount 
made up of regimental pay, good 
conduct pay, and long-service pay. But 
an expert. writing to the Army and 
Navy Journal, takes all points in both 
services into consideration, and arrives 
at the following table of results:

OYLE HEIGHTS is a unique res- 

dence section of Los Angeles, oc- 

cupying a high mesa, on the east 
bank of the river, overlieoking the en- 
tire surrounding country.

To- 
day the eastern city limits may be 
reached by electric cars from the busi- 
ness center in twenty minutes. The 
street-car facilities will soon be in- 
creased, as the heights builds up with

WANTS OIL AS FUEL 

The Sonora Railway from Nogales 
to Guaymas, which is operated under 
lease by the Southern Pacific, has re- 
newed the application made to the 
Mexican government three years ago 
to be allowed to import California oil 
for fuel purposes. On the former occa- 
sion the request was promptly reject- 
ed. the raising of the heavy duty being 
refused. A concession has just been 
obtained fot extending the line to 
Guadalajara and the company, that has 
always been hard-pushed for fuel, 
probably hopes to get the desired priv- 
liege to aid in rushing the extension, 
Wood has been used mostly in leco- 
motives and the supply is limited. 

The Ebano oil, for which the Mexican 
Central is expected to contract, is 
hardly available owing to the long 
haul necessary. This would come to 
about 1600 miles, mostly over the Men- 
can Central, first to El Paso, from 
which point it would have to go 
through the United States in bond to 
Nogales in order to be used. The build- 
ing of the line to Guadalajara would 
of course give direct communication 
with other parts of Mexico and with 
the oll fields on the Gulf. 

For years the Sonora road's manage- 
ment encouraged prospecting for 
oll In the State and examined a few 
supposed prospects in the hope of thus 
solving the fuel problem, but none of 
them were sufficiently promising to 
justify any work being attempted. It 
has always been the fixed policy of the 
Mexican government to exciude Ameri- 
can oll by tariff in order to encourage 
development at home.
